THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS PROGRAMME,

be pressed for final action. Three re- 
maining cases will follow, and after 
them the appropriation bills, when an 
effort will 4 made to pass the bill for 
the distribution of the Geneva Award, 
and the Bowman bill, or substitute, to 
relieve Cong ess from the consideration 
of private bills. 

FARLEY CLAIMS IT ALL. 


Senator Farley, in discussing the 
anti Chinese Lill this afternoon, gave 
the question a political turn. He said 
that the matter of anti-Chinese legis- 
lation had been taken hold of by Re- 


ration style. He complained that the 

mocrats from the Pacific Coast had 
not been consulted as to the necds of 
their constituents, and claimed that to 
the Democrats belongs the credit of 
all that may have been achieved. 

PLAN TO COLONIZE THE JEWS. 

The President, in an interview with 
Belford, of Colorado, said that every- 
thing proper would be done by the 
Government on behalf of the Jews of 
Russia. Mr. Spear, the Commissioner 
for the Jewish refugees, has been ex- 
amining the Yellowstone country, and 
finds that the bottoms between Miles 
City and Glendive will be a proper 
location for a colony of about five 
thousand. 

IMPROVED CAR-BRAKE. 


A patent has just been granted out of 
the Patent Office to Jesse H. Burke, of 
Los Angeles, for a car-brake that is 
said to be a great improvement over 
the one now in general use. 

SUIT AGAINST A REAL ESTATE POOL. 
* Hillyer & Sunderland of California 
have brought suit against the real es- 
tate pool, of which Kilbourne was the 
head, and whose refusal to produce the 
books caused his imprisonment. They 
claim they have been defrauded by the 
company, and this suit may compel the 
production of books which Kilbourne 
refused to surrender. 

DRAWBACK ON FLOUR. 


The flour manufacturers of the North- 
west are moving to have Congress make 
the drawback on flour exported for the 
foreign trade the same as that which is 
made on sugar, or in other words that 
the Government shall only retain one 
per cent. of the duties collected. The 
present discriminations are said to be 
very injurious to American milling in- 
terests. — 


The Crops. 

New York, April 27.—Tha, 7 imes 
this morning devotes over thirty col- 
umns to telegraphic correspondence 
concerning the condition of the crops. 
These dispatches cover every State and 
Territory in the Union except Nevada. 
It is shown that with few exceptious 
bountiful harvests are assured in all 
sections, and that damages by flood 
and frost are much less than at first 
supposed, 

Train Wrecked. 

Kansas City, April 27.—It is ru- 
mored here that the Chicago and Alton 
passenger train has been wrecked at 
Grain Valley, twelve miles east, with 
heavy loss of life. No particulars yet. 

Mexicans and Indians. 

Ex Paso, April 27.—General Fuero, 
the Mexican Commander - in - Chief 
across the river, telegraphs to General 
McKenzie at Santa Fe: “I am just 
informed by General Reyes that near 
the dividing line and near the frontier 
a battle ensued on the 19th witha 
number of Indians from Arizona Terri- 
tory in which many Indians were kill- 
ed and a number of stolen horses re- 
covered. Eight sections of my com- 
mand are in pursuit of the Indians. 1 
communicate to you, as they may cross 
over into New Mexico.”

HICKS, THE PIRATE. 


Story of a Los Angelenyos Adven- 
ture with the Kuight. 


In the year 1858,in the month of 
October. the good schooner Kute Field 
left New York for Indianola, Texas, 
with an assorted curgo of merchandise 
and a rather badly assorted crew. Had 
they been mixed a little differently— 
the crew, I mean—there would have 
been no yarn to spin. * 

The first man to notice is the cap- 
tain, a bluff and rough old dog 
hailing from Cape Cod, fast on 
the near side of fifty, weighing 
one hundred and eighty pounds, and 
not much waste flesh; next, the first 
mate, brother-in-law to the captain, 
and about the same make and weight, 
age, about twenty-eight; the second 
mute, hailing from nowhere in partic- 
ular, short, thick set, a little lame, 
bad to look at, and bad in fact, think- 
ing a great deal more of himself than 
anybody else did; then the steward, of 
whom the less is said the better. 
These are what are called in sea 
hrases, the after guard, as they live 
in the cabin in the forecastle. 

mere were also four sailors, a Cape 
Cod Yankee, & New York Irishman, 
a Portuguese from the Western islands, 
and a tall, well built man, 
who claimed Fall River as his birth 
place and Johnson as his name, but 
who was in reality Hicks, the noto- 


low’s Island about a year after the 
events narrated here took place. 

What Hicks had been is now a mat- 
ter of history. The Cape Cod man 
was nothing in particular except a 
good sailor and a muscular man, The 
Portuguese cluimed to have stabbed 
the mate of the last ship in which he 
sailed, and the Irishman boasted of 
his feats as a river pirate around the 
wharves of the city, and the best 
that could be said of the second 
mate was that he was an old black- 
baller, and that is equivalent to saying 
he was a scamp. But I had nearly 
forgotton a very important personage, 
and that is “Tige,” the captain's dog, 
a huge black beast, that made friends 
with but few and kept all others at a 
respectful distance, and who took a 
very active part m some of the scenes 
to be described. 

It was on a beautiful morning that 
the fastenings were cast off and the 
noisy little tug hauled us out into the 
stream, and away from the crowd of 
shipping that lined the wharf. 
All vas bustle and activity ; 
fenders were to be hauled in 
and stowed; hatches to be battened 
down and ¢caulked, water casks to be 
lashed and lines and bawsers to be 
stowed in the lockers; and now from 
the first mate comes the order, “Hoist 
the mainsail,’ followed in quick suc- 
cession by the order to hoist the fore- 
sail, set the jib and loose the top sails, 
then the tug lets go the lines, the sails 
are filled and the voyage is begun. 

There was no incident on the out- 
ward run worth remembering. We had 
the usual squalls off Hatteras, and the 
usual pleasant weather on the Bahama 
banks, and the usual northers when we 
reached the coast of Texas. In about 
twenty-one days our port was made 
and-we began to discharge cargo, and 
now coming events began to cast their 
shadows before them. 

On the second day we landed some 

crates of crockery, and that night 
Hicks broke into them and helped 
himself to what he liked. He was 
caught and got an overhauling, but in 
consideration that men were scarce 
and he had behaved well on the 
voyage oftt, that was all that was done 
about it. He was, however, allowed 
to keep the goods he had stolen, and 
perhaps that made him somewhat bold 
to make the attempt he did on the 
schooner that brought him to grief. 

We were Lound from Indianola to 
Apakapos, in Louisiana, to load An 
sugar and molasses for our retun voy- 
e. It was ‘between the two points 
that our trouble took place. When our 
cargo was discharged we dropped a few 
miles below town to take in ballast, 
the Captain remaining in town to set- 
tle up his freight bills and collect his 
money. 

When we had finished taking in bal- 
last, Hicks andthe Portugese went up 
to town with the boat and the second 
mate to get the Captain and his specie, 
a good share of which was in Spanish 
doilars—three hundred of them in a 
suck, and some two thousand of them, 
making quite a pile in the stern of the 
boat. As the boat pulled alongside the 
steward ha e to be standing — 
the rail, and as the men passed u 
specie he noticed that Hicks an — 
Portugee were looking at each other 
and the sacks of coin in » rather sig- 
nificant manner, but thought nothing 
of it at the time. 

The captain, on getting on board, 
concluded not to sail till the next 
morning. The usual routine of duty 
was finished, ropes secured and every- 
thing made snug for the night. It so 
happened that after dark the steward 
wanted a slush bucket from the locker 
and went forward to get it, and being 


he reached the door of the locker he 
heard some one say, “I wonder where 
the money is stowed!” The voice of the 
second mite answered: In an empty 
chart boxin the captain’s room.” e 
steward had by this time reached the 
locker and got the basket he was in 
search of, making some little noise in 
doing so, and so making his presence 
known. Ifhe could have known the 
significaice of what be had heard, it 
ar dave saved him some sore bones.

The above is the declaration of an 


— esteemed Democratic contemporary, 


but forgetting himself, in a moment 
he commits a series of mistakes of the 
gravest kind.

Every true American has sympa- 
thized with our Jewish fellow-men 
over the terrible persecutions to which 
that sect has been subjected in Russia, 
particularly during the past twelve 
months. Religious toleration is the 
corner-stone of the American govern- 
ment, and the descendants of the Pil- 
grim fathers join in no sentiment more 


na heartily than in that which declares 


that They left unstained what here 
they found—freedom to worship God.” 
So we have but to be told that the 
hand of religious intolerance 1s any- 
where raised, and our blood is warmed ; 
and, remembering the persecutions 
that drove our forefathers from their 
homes to the wild New England coast, 
our sympathies go out to the op 
sressed, regardless of the sect to which 
they may belong or the nation that 
And the 
Christian is not going far away from 
home and kindred when he extends 
the hand of friendship to the children 
of Abraham. David was a son of 
Abraham, and he was of the seed of 
David who died upon the Cross, and 
became the Christian’s atonement. 
And for the act of the Crucifixion, 
should not the disciple be as tolerant 
as the Master, “Forgive them, they 
know not what they do!“ 

Our attention is called afresh to the 
persecutions of the Russian Jews by 
the receipt of a pamphlet giving an 
account of the meetings held simulta- 
neously in London and New York to 
protest aguĩust the persecutions alluded 
to. Atthe New York mecting, pre- 
sided over by MayorGrace and patron- 
ized by the leading politicians and hu- 
manitarians of New York and the na- 
tion, the Hon. Wm. M. Evarts made a 
speech which in our opinion well rep- 
resents the sentiment of Christian 
America, and we think our readers will 
thank us for this opportunity to peruse 
a portion of it: 

“In southern and western Russia, 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea, 
covering a region as large as the British 
Islands and France together, and 
affecting a Hebrew population of the 
Russian Empire three millions in num- 
ber, there has prevailed for more than 
nine months a bitter and relentless 
persecution of race and religion. And 
this has happened at a time when all 
the world is sensitive, all over it, at 
every moment, to what is occurring in 
every part of it. These persecutions, 

these oppressions, these cruelties, these 
outrages, have taken every form of 
atrocity in the experience of mankind, 
or which the human tongue can 
describe. Men have been cruelly mur- 
dered, women brutally outraged, 
children dashed to pieces or burned 
alive in their homes; whole streets 
occupied by this population, in various 
cities, have been razed to the ground; 
the quarters which the Jewish popula- 
tion occupied have been made desolate 
by fire; thousands of families, shelter- 
less and homeless, have been reduced 
to beggary; even banishment from the 
boundaries has been exercised by 
municipalities, to play their part in 
this misery and this desolation One 
hundred and sixty towns and villages 
in Russia have felt the scourge of this 
persecution. It has prevailed from 
April until Christmas; and the greatest 
outrage was on Christmas Day, at 
Warsaw, when three hundred houses 
and six hundred shops were plundered 
in that city, and a garrison of twenty 
thousand soldiers was kept = 


their barracks, and — 
aid to the sufferers an 8 
no authority to protect them 


And this was on the morning when, in 
the name of Christ, peace and good- 
will was proclaimed throughout the 
world to all men. This was a Chris- 
tian celebration of Christmas Day 
upon the persons and the property of 
their fellow men. 

The actual woes, the actual forms 
and extremities of outrage, are too 
horrid for recital; they are too much 
for us to speak; they are too hard for 
you to hear. They happened far away 
and among foreign races. And yet 
you feel them, although you have 
never looked into the face of one of the 
victims; and you resent them, although 
pe stand in no dread of the brutish 
ignorance and brutal passions ever 
being exercised at your risk, or to your 
affliction. Are we to say, “This is 
the oppression of the Jews by the Rus- 
sians. What is that to us? Why have 
we any part or lot in this matter?” 
This is but one more of the ever-re- 
curring forms and instances of that 
question asked so early in the history 
of our Am 1 my brother's 
keeper?” It is not that it is the op- 
pression of men and women by men 
and women; and we are men and 
women. If one touch of nature makes 
the whole world kin, how can we tail 
to recognize this sympathy when in 
every point, dear and near to our civil- 
ization, we feel the outrage, we feel 
the resentment, and we feel the duty 
of seeing, so far as our voice and 
moral power go -the voie and power 
of this nation of fifty milfions—that it 
shall not be repeated. Husband and 
wife, parent and child, matron and 
maid, all the tender relations that 
make up the home, that make up the 
life of Christian civilization, all have 
been trampled under foot, over this 
great region, through this great popu- 
lation, through this long period of 
time. All this justifies us in denounc- 
ing and resenting these cruelties, and 
in protesting against them, and Pre- 
venting their repetition if we can.’ 


The meetings resulted in sending to 
the Russian Government powerful pro- 
tests from our own and the people of 
England, which it is fondly hoped will 
not be unheeded by it, and that we 
shall hear of no more atrocious oppres- 
sions from that source.

1S THE LINNET GUILTY? 


An Oakland Fruit Grower Thinks 
It is Not. 


Many of the fruit growers about this 
city have been engaged in a crusade 
against the little linnets which infest 
their orchards and gardens. Whether 
they have fully investigated the matter 
and know it to be a fact that they de- 
stroy the fruit buds, as charged, we do 
not know, but thousands of the little 
fellows have been destroyed during the 
past season, and if the correspondent 
as quoted below is correct, a great 
wrong has been done. Perhaps ap- 
pearances only have been against the 
birds, and they are, after all, the fruit 
grower's best friend. Better not be too 
fast. Here is the correspondence. It 
is from the Riverside Press: 


Eprtor Press 
In reading your valuable journal I no- 
ticed an item some weeks ago thata 
resident of Riverside and fruit grower 
had during the winter killed some 
2,000 linnets and other small birds that 
were eating the fruit buds. I write 
this line to say that I think this 
charge against the birds is a mistake. 
I have one cherry tree, and, sorry to 
say, only one. During the winter 
it was at times covered with linnets, 
who seemed to be industriously eating 
the buds. The tree seemed to be the 

resort of all the linnets of the city, and 
having understood from similar items to 
the one just quoted, that small birds 
fed on fruit buds, I naturally concluded 
my cherries would be a failure. But 
judge my surprise to see the tree white 
with perfectly-formed blossoms, and 
now loaded with well-formed cherries. 

I am now entirely satisfied that the 
little birds were eating the larva of in- 
sects, or perhaps the gum gathered 
around the buds, thus performing a 
good deed, for which I am now greatly 
pleased, and shall hereafter encourage 
all the little birds to winter in my trees. 
This is written hoping my friend who 
killed so many of these useful birds 
will investigate the matter more fully, 
as I am satisfied he has been killing 
some of his best friends. 

I have always reasoned with my East- 
ern friends that one cause of our Califor- 
nia fruit being so free from worms was 
owing to our open winters, during which 
all the small birds remained with us and 
busied themselves eating insects, and 
thus kept the pests from our fruit. If 
we increase the number of trees and kill 
all the birds, we may as well abandon 
the raisiug of choice, unblemished fruit.

QUONG KONG. 


The Meathen Deity of Los Angeles 
Chinatown. 


Fronting towards Alameda street, near 
Aliso street, are the two Chinese joss 
houses. On a recent visit to the newer 
one of the two, a Times reporter learned 
something about one of the deities that 
presides over the destinies of China- 
town. The name of this is Quong 
Kong, and a Chinaman named Ah Toy 
gravely informed the Trmes man that 
the aforesaid Quong Kong was a good 
man who lived in China some two or 


tbree thousand years ago, and that he 
did everything very honestly and de- 
cei ved no one. This noble character 


earned him a god-like exist- 
ence, and to-day he is sought 
for by Chinamen when por- 


plexed in business or other trouble 
for counsel, which he never fails 
to give at the right time. All attempts 
to draw the wily Celestial into a theo- 
logical argument were failures, at each 
contradiction of his belief he replying 
that it was all right to think so. His 
highness, Quong Kong, is a corpulent 
god, and lives in a dark and poorly ven- 
tilated hole. He has two ugly attend- 
ants, and before him are continually 
kept tapers of lighted*punk and dishes 
of rice und pork.

NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


The War Department Has Heard 
of the Arisona Troubles. 
The Chinese Bill Will Come up To-day—Train 
Robbers Caught—Ralph Waldo 
Emerson Dead. 


Associated Dispatches.| 


Wasuineton, April 27.—The War 
Department has dispatches confirming 
the reports of Indian depredations. 
There is much indignation outside of 
army circles that nothing more can be 
accomplished to protect the people of 
Arizona. At the Department it is ex- 
plained that it is impossible to use 
cavalry to any advantage in the moun- 
tains and canyons, and that infantry 
are entirely worthless. The whole 
number of 8 in the Department 
of Arizona is 1,500, half cavalry and 
Indian scouts. 

ARIZONA MATTERS. 


A message from the President to 
Congress this afternoon recites that 
great lawlessness exists in Arizona; 
that the Governor reports that violence 
and lawlessness reign; that robbery 
and murder are common, and the citi- 
zens are alarmed; that the cow-boys 
cause this trouble. To suppress this 
the President recommends that the 
army be permitted to co-operate with 
the civil authorities, and that soldiers 
be permitted to be employed in that 
Territory as a posse comitatus. Re- 
ferred to Judiciary Committee. 


HAMMERING AWAY AT THE CUINESE 
BILL. 

On the opening of the Senate this 
morning, the discussion of the Chinese 
bill was continued by Mr. Farley. 
His speech was frequently interrupted 
by a Massachusetts Senator who de- 
sired to correct alleged misstatements 
concerning the North Adams Chinese 
experiment, and by the reception of a 
message from the President about the 
Arizona troubles. Mr. Farley con- 
cluded at 3:20, und Dawes then took 
the floor. He spoke on the Chinese 
bill very briefly, and was followed by 
Vest, who made an eloquent speech in 
favor of the bill.

A HORRIBLE AFFAIR. 


A horrible affair is reported from 
Georgia. A gang of one hundred 
State convicts, chained together, were 
being transported on platform cars en 
route for their work at wood cutting. 
The train stopped at a station, a por- 
tion of the gang getting off the cars 
though still chained to those on board. 
The train started suddenly, and those 
who had got off, being unable to get 
on the cars, were dragged over the 
rails and ties for some distance, feet 
foremost. Six of the unfortunates were 
so badly mangled that they are not ex- 
pected to survive.

SWEET CORN CANNING. 


An Industry Peculiarly Adapted to 
Southern California. 

The Sacramento Bee says: There are 
many localities inthis State where sweet 
corn can be grown without irrigation, 
and we know of no better business for 
those having suitable land than the cul- 
tivation of sweet corn and the canning 
of it. If the producers do not wish to 
can the corn themselves—if they will 
grow it, other parties will be ready to 
purchase the corn and putit up. This 
State gets a large percentage of the 
canned corn used from the other side 
of the Rocky Mountains, which should 
no longer here be the case. 
The little State of Maine has sixty-. 
one corn-canning establishments, with 
an annual production of about 11,350, 
000 cans, while but very little attention 
is paid to this branch of business in 
California. It should be the endeavor 
of our farmers to furnish everything in 
the eating line that can be grown or 
furnished, The nearer they do this the 
better and more prosperous will the 
State be. There should be no capital 
sent out of the State for what might be 
produced here. 

We commend the foregoing to the se- 
rious consideration of farmers, also the 
society for the promotion of manufac- 
tures. The Times would emphasize 
every word of it, and add that Los An- 
geles city and county have every facil- 
ity for making the raising and canning 
of sweet corn a very profitable industry.

How the Comptonians Feel Over 
Their New Acquisition. 


A Mass Meeting Held—They Protest—A Com- 
mittee Appointed to Walt onthe | 
Saloon Keepers. 


Compton, April 27, 1882. 

Another one of those sad tragic scenes 
transpired on Saturday, the 22d inst., 
which resulted in the sudden death of 
the well-known station agent, Mr. J. L. 
Barbey, at Compton. Extreme sadness 
prevailed as the news rapidly spread 
through the community, and was made 
doubly so by the circumstances with 
which it was connected. It frequently 
becomes a painful necessity to chronicle 
facts just as they exist, and it is so on 
this eventful occasion, which is the 
saddest and most horrifying that ever 
happened in the town of Compton, 
which has maintained a temperance 
reputation until recently, when a charac- 
ter forced his way into the community 
and erected a building in which to deal 
out the poison which, we are pained to 


say, hastened the untimely death of one 
of Compton’s prominent business men. 
Several letters written by the deceased 
pertaining to his business affairs, in- 


ll | dicated the premeditation of his death, 


but the real cause of the sad ending of 
his earthly career cannot be doubted. 

Coroner Nadeau of Los Angeles was 
summoned and a jury of six were sworn 
as follows: J. E. McComas, George 
Flood, Isaac Ingraham, Wm. Malott, 
John Hann and J. H. Lothrop. The 
witnesses sworn were: C. W. Coltrin 
and Dr. Whaley. The verdict was as 
follows: ‘‘We find thatJ. L. Barbey 
came to his death from a pistol shot 
wound from his own hand.“ 

The funeral services were held on 
Monday, at the house where the scene 
occurred, under the direction of the A. 
O. U. W., of which the deceased was a 
member. Rev. Mr. Birdsall, of Los An- 
geles, conducted the scriptural exercises. 
The departed was buried within the en- 
closure of the lot near the pathway lead- 
ing from the street to the house. 

The ‘‘sympathizing’’ saloon keeper 
closed his saloon for a short time, it is 
said in respect for the late dead. What 
an absurd piece of mockery! It acted 
on the principle of murdering a man 
and then waiting a while before murder- 
ing another one, ‘‘in respect to the late 
dead.’ 

This tragic scene aroused the people 
of Compton more fully to the sense of 
their duty to banish the liquor traffic 
from their midst, and a citizens’ meet- 
ing was called at the M. E. church on 
Monday evening. The church was filled 
with people, without regard to creeds or 
denomination, and all appeared to real- 
ize the sad truth of the effects of intoxi- 
cating liquors. Mr. James Kerr called 
the meeting to order. Mr. A. A. Proc- 
tor was elected President, and ne 
taking his seat made a few approp 
remarks. Mr. J. F. Cook was ok a 
Secretary. Rev. Mr. Green wade the 
opening remarks pertaining to the ob- 
ject of the meeting. He said that the 
people of Compton, stricken with sad- 
ness occasioned by the late tragic scene 
and the circumstances with which it was 
connected, had met for a sacred purpose 
to act as far as possible in a judicious 
manner in devising means to suppress 
the liquor traffic from the town of Comp- 
ton, which had until recently maintained 
a temperence reputation worthy of the 
candid consideration of those intemper- 
ately inclined to settle within its limits, 
and for this reason and all other rea- 
sons pertaining to the welfare and the 
saving of the youth and all of the com- 
munity from falling, let us unite in this 
one great cause and promote public 
sentiment against the use and sale of 
intoxicating liquors and show that we 
do not propose breaking the law but 
rise above its contaminating influences. 
Rev. Mr. Green’s remarks were the sen- 
timents of the following speakers. J. G. 
Hathorn, A. M. Peck, Mr. R. A. Bisbee, 
Mr. Rush, Wm. Steele, Henry Haskin, 
Dr. McFarland, Mr. and Mrs. David 
Smith and Dr. Whaley. A committee 
of ten ladies and gentlemen were ap- 
pointed to wait on the saloon men and 
get their consent to retire from their 
present business. After the usual rou- 
tine of business the meeting adjourned 
subject to the call of the President. 

A call meeting was held on Wednes- 
day evening. The committee of ten re- 
ported that the saloon men were some- 
what obstinate, but the end is not yet, 
The committee also proposed a recom- 
mendation for signature which was ac- 
cepted, through which was organized a 
Protective Union.“ Mr. A. A Proctor 
was elected President, Mrs. Gries, Sec- 
retary, and J. F. Cook, Treasurer. The 
meeting adjourned subject to the call of 
the President.“ J. F. C
